LONDON, July 13—(Tuesday)—(INS)—The Soviet radio to- 
day called for the withdrawal of all occupation troops from Ger- 
many and the conclusion of a German peace treaty. The broad- 
cast made no mention of the Western protest over the Russian 
blockade of Berlin. . 

A Moscow radio commentator lashed out at the London Con- 
ference on Germany, at which it was decided to set up-a Western 
German State and place the Ruhr under six-power control with- 
out Soviet participation. 

Referring to the German problem, the commentator said: 

“The people of the World want a rapid decision on Germany 
and an end to the prolonged state of war and occupation regimes 
in Europe.” 


He said the London Conference decisions had completed the 


splitting of Germany and violated the Yalta and Potsdam agree- 
ments. ; 

The Soviet broadcaster criticized the London decisions for 
failing to mention a peace treaty with Germany.

America” overseas broadcast released today said the Cominform’s 
attack on Yugoslav Marshal Tito is a case of the pot calling the 
kettle black, “blown up to staggering size.” 

“The spectacle of the Communist leaders of Russia and its 
satellites girding themselves to do battle in the name of democ- 
racy. free criticism and free elections,” the broadcast said, has 
“comic overtones.”

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Plenty Issues But Few Leaders 


PHILADELPHIA—Listening to Sen. 
Alben Barkley’s keynote speech, one could 
not fail to be struck by what a wealth of 
concrete issues the Democrats have on 
which to go to the people, and what a 
poverty of leadership and leaders there 
is to carry those issues to the people. 

He listed them. The farm price support 
program which has greatly increased 
farm income, reduced farm mortgages and 
interest rates on credit, is one. Joined 
with it are the REA and soil conservation 
programs and flood control. 

There are, too, FHA, which built thou- 
sands of houses, and the Home Owners 
Loan Corporation, which saved thousands 
of homes. The record runs on, including 
guarantee of bank deposits, abolition of 
the holding companies, creation of com- 
modity credit for co-operatives and other 
aids to credit. 

These are but a few of them. And as 
the Senator said, the recent Republican 
convention hugged these measures to their 
breast by keeping them in its. own plat- 
form. 

There are more persons employed in 
the nation than ever before in our history, 
more than 60,000,000 Americans holding 
jobs. 


Production is at an all-time high and 
it continues to rise as consumer goods flow 
from the factories. 

There is inflation, and there is lack of 
housing. But, there also is the inescapable 
record of the recent Republican-controlled 
Congress, which failed to*meet those 
issues, and the Republican convention, 
which dodged them. 

It looks, on its face, as if all this placed 
the Democrats in an overwhelmingly 
strong position. 

But the contrary is true. The recent 
Republican convention was almost a vic- 
tory celebration. This one of the Demo- 
crats, for all its high-sounding words and 
its predictions of victory, is rife with dis- 
sension, strife and bitterness. Defeatism 
is in the air and nothing has happened to 
strike a spark of the necessary fire of en- 
thusiasm. Every move is awkward and 
fumbling. 

This is something which the political 
scientists and the historians of the future 
must puzzle out—how a party brought the 
nation through a great depression to re- 
covery, won the great war of all times, 
and still offers the most jobs in history 
and a condition of prosperity, but some- 
how has lost its hold on the people.—R. M. 


The Grand Jury on Juvenile Delinquency | 


The May-June Grand Jury went rather 
thoroughly into the question of juvenile 
delinquency, its indicated causes and its 
most effective preventatives. 

Included in its presentments were a 
couple of paragraphs which sum up the 
story rather well. They said: 

“A recent survey shows an overcrowd- 
ed section of Atlanta covering 20 percent 
of the area to contain 39 percent of the 
city population, 59 percent of the crimes 
committed and 72 percent of JUVENILE 
DELINQUENTS. It also shows the area 
yields 5 percent of the tax revenue, but 
requires 53 percent of the tax money to 
care for crime, disease, fire and public 
protection. 

“By better lighting this area, estab- 


lishing church and school playgrounds, 
more public and private recreational pro- 
grams, a larger number of highly trained 
and skilled visiting teachers, opening 
parks, clubs and youth centers properly 
supervised, it is believed a big reduction 
in the 72 percent delinquents will result 
as well as a big reduction in the 59 per- 
cent crimes.” 

Juvenile delinquency, as we have seen 
in recent months, is by no means limited 
to any one type neighborhood or any spe- 
cial economic or social strata. But when 
figures show it to be concentrated in such 
large degree in a particular area, then 
certainly it is short-sighted not to take 
the remedial steps which common sense 
seems to dictate. 


Southern Support for Dewey and Warren 


The need for a two-party system in 
the South has long been a favorite ed- 
itorial topic of Southern editors. 

But seldom have Southern newspapers 
_ departed from generalities and actually 
gotten around to recommending specific 
Republican candidates. 

With President Truman’s first-ballot 
nomination an apparent certainty, how- 
ever, a number of leading Southern dailies 
are obviously reluctant to indorse and 
sponsor the Democratic ticket. Many will 
solve their dilemma by taking an editorial 
walk, but others will throw tradition to 
the wind and support the Republican 
ticket. 

Indeed, one deep-South daily, the Sa- 
vannah Morning News, already has indi- 
cated its intention of doing so. 

“If and when Truman is nominated 
and if and when the Democratic platform 
should contain a civil rights plank, where 
will that leave the Democratic dissenters 
in the South?” asks the Morning News. 
“Granted for the sake of argument. that 


they will put up their own candidate, 
such a procedure on its face would be as 
futile as Henry Wallace’s bid for the Pres- 
idency, and goodness knows his campaign 
is the very height of futility! 

“All things considered, and looking at 
the problem of the South’s political sta- 
tus from every angle, including principle, 
expediency, or what you will, the chal- 
lenge to Southerners this year is crystal 
clear. It is to put behind them the insuf- 
ferable fetish that they must vote the 
Democratic ticket because they always 
have done so and because their fathers 
and grandfathers voted that way, and do 
what really will be just, sensible and 
profitable in behalf of this region’s politi- 
cal life; cast their ballots next Fall for 
Tom Dewey and Earl Warren!” 

With the Republican nominees likely 
to campaign in the South, there is every 
probability that the Morning News will 
be joined by more-than a few Southern 
newspapers, previously staunchly Demo- 
cratic, before November.

‘Civil Rights’ Yet May Split Party 


~ 


PHILADELPHIA—Although both sides show signs of wishing they could avoid it, the North 
and South split of the Democratic Party, long prophesied for this 1948 convention, seems inevitably 
on its way. While Southern caucuses without exception reasserted their determination to bolt Presi- 


dent Truman, if the party even remotely indorses his racial equality (civil rights) program, delega- 


tions from the North and West moved just as decisively to compel such an indorsement. 


The most significant Northern development 
was a telegram from Mayor O’Dwyer, of New 
York, to President Truman asserting that the 
latter’s civil rights program “must be backed to 
the hilt. We can no longer compromise with 
bigotry, discrimination and inequality.” 

The effect of this message was to give unity 
and leadership to a movement already strong in 
all the big industrial States to draw the issue 
squarely against the South. 

Previously all brancnes of organized labor 
and all organizations of Negroes had been de- 
manding a stiff civil rights plank, but this move- 
ment was singularly lacking in “big name” lead- 
ership. Mayor O’Dwyer, with the presumed 
backing of the big New York delegation, sensa- 
tionally removed this deficiency. And whereas 
a subcommittee of the Committee on Resolutions 
previously had appeared all set to repeat the in-. 
nocuous resolution, with which President Roose- 
velt stalled off a‘Southern rebellion in 1944, the 
party chieftains now are ruefully admitting that 
this dodge may not do. 

The 1944 declaration said: “We believe that 
racial and religious minorities have the right to 
live, develop and vote equally with all citizens 
and share the rights they are guaranteed by our 
Constitution. Congress should exert its full 
constitutional powers to protect those rights.” 

That phraseology was grudgingly accepted by 
the South in 1944 because it made no mention of 
antilynching, antipoll tax or anti-Jim Crow 
measures specifically and by reference to “con- 
stitutional powers” it left room for Southern in- 
sistence that this whole subject was reserved to 
the States by the founding fathers. 


Since President Truman cailed on Congress 
to legislate against racial discriminations in all 


the above particulars, however, the South 1s de- | 


manding a direct reaffirmation of States’ rights. 


The all-Southern caucus claimed for the 
States “free from Federal encroachment by 
legislation, directive or otherwise, all the 
rights and powers reserved to them by the 
Constitution, among which is the power to 
provide by law for the qualification of elec- 
tors, conduct of elections, regulation of em- 
ployment practicés, segregation, and to de- 
fine crime committed within their bounda- 
ries.” If written into the platform this lan- 
guage would nuullify the President’s civil 
rights program in every particular. 


Regardless of what the Resolutions Committee | 
may finally do, all hands now concede that the | 


issue will be brought to the convention floor for 
a roll call that may prove as significant as any 
in the party’s long history. 

The immediate stake in all this, of course, is 
electoral votes. If the O’Dwyer program is 
adopted, President Truman certainly will 
tHe electors of Alabama, Mississippi, South Caro- 
lina and Arkansas, with Texas, Georgia, Florida 
and Virginia giving every evid: nce of intention 
to join this parade. 

Should the rock-ribbed States’ rights plank 
offered by the Southerners be accepted, on the 
other hand, or even if the insipid 1944 language 
should prevail, President Truman in all proba- 
bility will lose the Negro votes in Northern 
States without which Franklin D. Roosevelt 
would have been defeated in 1944.

Stories of vivid humor to newspapermen, 
though perhaps not so funny to others.

A prominent resident of a small Georgia town, g storekeeper, 
came to Atlanta in Midsummer to buy some new merchandise for 
his shelves. 

He wore a suit of woolen homespun and a heavy, wide-brim 
wool hat.

He was staying at the Kimball and went into the bar and drank 
a glass of beer. 
of his church, When he returned home his error had been re- 
ported and he was scheduled for dismissal from the church. He 
appeared before a congregational meeting to plead his case. 

He described how hot he had been and said the sight of a keg 
of beer reposing in a tub of cricked ice was too much temptation 
to resist. Then ne was asked to leave the church while the con- 
gregation determined his fate as a member.

— With application to a slightly different situation, the Democratic Party has 
Se acted that out here, hanging itself, so to speak, in the public square, in full 

view of everybody. It’s not a single corpse dangling at the end of the rope. There are four or 
five, figuratively, representing the various parties of which the Democratic Party is made up—irate 
and hot-blooded Southerners, big-city bosses, the energetic but politically inept ex-New Dealers, the 
silk-stocking element clinging sedately still to something incorrectly labeled the Thomas Jeffer- 
son tradition, and just ordinary Democrats, moderately progressive, who ask a fair deal from their 


Government. 


The Democratic Party always has been 
several individual] parties. They enly hang 
tegether under the stress of a great national 
need, when some leader of extraordinary 
capacity rises te weld the diverse and con- 
flicting elements into something approach- 
ing a single party with a single purpose. 


Such as, for instance, when Woodrow Wilson 
pulled them together to become the voice and 
instrument of the progressivism then welling up 
among the rank and file of people who saw that 
our growing industria] society was not organ- 
ized to serve their needs. Or, as 20 years later, 
in 1932, when the system again failed to meet 
the needs of the people and collapsed in the 
nation’s most severe depression and another mag- 
netic leader came along to fuse the various ele 
ments of the Democratic Party into an instrument 
of political revolt to change the existing order. 

Franklin D Roosevelt held the party together 
longer than anyone expected. It was obvious 
at the Democratic convention four years ago, 
when the Southerners and the big-city labor and 
minority elements were holding meetings de- 
nouncing each other, that the party probably 
would hold together for only that election, the 
1944 election, and that would happen only be 
cause of Mr. Roosevelt’s leadership and the na- 
tional emergency of war. 

It has been flying apart faster and faster 
since then unaer the looser reins and the less 
intense purpose of his successor, Harry Truman, 
and so now, in its 1948 convention here, it is, 
as Ben Franklin put it, hanging separately, with 
the gibbets all over the scene. 

But, while this basic inner weakness has been 
apparent for some time, nobody could have fore- 
seen that the party would commit suicide so 
publicly and with such evident relish, particu- 
larly in view of the natura] self-protective in- 
Stinct of politicians and the auspicious outward 
circumstances, meaning the general prosperity, 
full employment, and the lack of any argument 
against its continuance of power on that score. 


It chose to commit suicide when its household 


effairs were in excellent order. 


The wrangling between the Confederates and 
the Free-Soilers in the Democratic Party is per- 
ennial. It broke out in 1924 6ver religion and 
“Wkker.” with A) Smith, of New York, the Cath- 
olic and “wet,” the inciting factor, and the rift 
siill was not healed when A) Smith became the 
nominee four years later and lost four Southern 
States in going down to rather inglorious defeat. 


But the spectacle this year tops them all. 
Nothing has been seen in our time quite like the 
great rush to the public platform and the public 
prints in the two weeks preliminary to the con- 
vention by self-appointed leaders of the various 
elements to cry down their President in the 
White House and ask publicly that he be cast into 
outer darkness. Queerest of all is that these 
Jeremiahs included some usually astute practj- 
cal politicians. They did if, of course, for self.- 
preservation. But the upshot is that, with the 
party in the shape to which they themselves 
now have brought it, they would seem to have 
far less chance for self-preservation than if they 
had gone along the way practical politicians nor- 
mally do with what they had and make the best 
of it. 


The most astounding is the hysteria into 
which they worked themselves over a war 
hero to save them, with no assurance what- 
ever that the war hero, namely Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, had any intention of saving 
them from their folly. It was a hysteria 
more weird than the tulip craze of Holland, 
the Mississippi bubble, the Florida land 
boom of the middle twenties or the stock 
market: speculative spree that ended the 
twenties in a parade of bread lines. 


Most of the principals in this hysterical epi- 
sode woke up woozily in the eerie morning-after, 
and stumbled contritely to the Truman mourn- 
ers’ bench. But the damage was done. They’ve 
got to go back home now, Being Democrats, and 
make some sort of gestures for the man they 
candemned, with their double lives known to 
every village gossip—and to every Republican 
who can read and who, it is certain, will make 
the most of such political asininity.

For Mrs. Katherine Hickson, National Com! 
mitteewoman from Maine, the convention has 
one satisfaction regardless of its outcome. “It’s 
a thrill,” she explains, “to see so many Democrats 
at one time.” 

Tall, dapper Boss Frank Hague, of New Jer- 
sey, stalked importantly into the Democratic 
National Headquarters and demanded to see 
Convention Director Neale Roach. 

“He’s busy right now,” said a clerk. “Won't 
you have a chair?” 

“How. soon will he be through?” snapped 

e. 

“I don't know. He’s on the long-distance 
phone.” 

“Well, that beats me,” roared Hague. “I 
could always get into see President Roosevelt, 
But I can’t see Roach.” 


Rep. Sam Rayburn, Democratic floor leader 
of the House, was all set for television when he 
took over as permanent Chairman of the con- 
vention. The smart little Texan is bald, and he 
‘was told that he would have to have makeup on 
his head for television. But Rayburn would have 
mone of that. Instead, he spent the last two 
weeks going around bareheaded in the sun to 
thoroughly brown his bald dome. 


Because of his Catholic faith, the chances of 
Wyoming's able liberal, Sen. Joe O’Mahoney, 
etting the Viee Presidential nomination are nil. 
ut life is not dull at his convention headquar- 
ters. 

A group from a religious sect approached 
Pat Flarmery, campaign manager for O’Mahoney, 
and asked to see the latter. Wary, Flannery 
asked their purpose. 

“We want to convert the Senator,” was the 
quiet answer. 


With no rival headquarters dishing out free 
snacks, music and other entertainment, as was 
done at the GOP convention, the Democratic 
delegates wander around listless and bored. 
That's why young, portly Marty Snyder, one- 
time mess sergeant for Gen. Eisenhower, is get- 
ting big crowds in his one-man campaign to 
“draft Eisenhower” regardless of the General’s 
refusal to run. 


“This is no convention; it’s a wake.” 


Standing in a red jeep directly opposite 
Democratic National Headquarters, and bellow- 
ing through a loudspeaker, Snyder is haranguing 
crowds with “draft Eisenhower” pleas for more 
than 10 hours a day. Snyder’s commentary is 
entirely imgromptu and informal, and the 
throngs eat it up. A kindly old woman finally 
warned Snyder he would “ruin his throat.” 


“Lady, my throat doesn’t matter,” Snyder 
replied. “This comes from the heart.” 


Sen. Joe O’Mahoney isn’t the only Catholic 
who would like to be on the Truman ticket but 
won’t make it. Two others are Sen. Francis 
Myers, of Pennsylvania, and Rep. John McCor- 
mack, Massachusetts, Democratic whip of the 
House. Dmitri Mitropoulos, worid-famed 
conductor of the Minneapolis Symphony Orches- 
tra, created a stir when he appeared at the con- 
vention. But it turned out he only wanted to 
greet friends in the Minnesota delegation. .. . 
Of the 1,264 delegates, 509 are women and 136 
are foreign-born, mostly Polish. . .. In the heat 
of Sen. Claude Pepper’s rebel caucus, an im- 
passioned Southerner thundered, “I’d rather 
craw! painfully and slowly in the right direction 
than ride in comfort in a supercharged hearse.” 


Jack Hardy, one-time newspaperman who 
is now the very able and popular manager 
of the Ritz-Carlton Hotel here, is not a dele- 
gate but he has a big convention worry. He 
received a hush-hush call from the White 
House to reserve five rooms “in the name 
of the President” for Wednesday. There was 
no explanation for this mysterious order. 
Hardy was merely told to set aside that 
many rooms for the President and his party. 


If the President is nominated, William 
Ritchie, Nebraska State Chairman, intends to 
bow out of Democratic politics. Ritchie was 
asked why he was so adamant in his opposition 
to Truman. 

“You would know the answer,” he said, “if 
you had been in Omaha the night Harry spoke 
there.”

She feels weak because she fo)- 
lows a lopsided diet instead of 
eating to lose weight: A good re- 
ducing diet can furnish better 
nutrition than the meals that 
pile on fat. But it must be ade- 
quate in everything but calories. 
What are stored pounds made 
of? Fats and sugars and starches 
——any excess is converted into 
body fat. That's the key to cal- 
orie cutting. Those are the only

skip the gravy and go light on 
mayonnaise, French dressing, 
cream and butter or margarine.

You do not need 
pie, cake and candy ... they 
boost the calories too high.

Here is her advice: 

It takes more than that “nose 
for news” to be a good news- 
paper woman.

You will not only see 
the seamy side of life—you will 
get good stiff doses of the grue- 
some side, in those accidents.

Get all the education you can. 
Even so, you will draw assign- 
ments which will make you feel 
like an ignoramus. Select a col- 
lege which has an accredited 
course in journalism, and take 
everything your schedule will 
allow. English, History and Po- 
litical Science will be a great 
help. 

Aim at your home-town news- 
paper for your first job. You'll 
probably begin with obits, or 
a copy girl even, where you 
will run errands for the folks 
who run the newspaper. 

A beginning newspaper job 
makes budget-balancing rather 
like tight-rope walking. An ex- 
perienced- newspaper woman 
with a flair makes a good liv- 
ing. But anyone worth her salt 
will tell you that there are 
remunerations in the profession 
not to be estimated in dollars 
and cents. The excitement of 
feeling that you are a part of 
what goes on in the world—the 
opportunity for seeing your 
country when you go on those 
out-of-town assignments —the 
chance to meet national and 
international figures whom you 
otherwise would never know— 
all those things add up to make 
it a prized profession.
